Evidence, similar to that given at the 
inguest, was put forward to the effect. that the 
accused, who was not quite sober, stumbled as 
he came out of the deceased man’s licensed 
premises, clutched at the deceased man, and 
caused him to stagger and fall. Death followed 
fracture of the skull. Mr. Macinerney discharg-«l 
the accused, remarking that it was evident he 
had no intention of causing Kennedy's ues 
and no jury would convict him.

QUESTION OF ESTATE DUTY. 


Yesterday in the King’s Bench Division, the 
Lord Chief Justice and Mr. Justice Gibson gave 
judgment partially in favour of Lord de Freyne, 
of Frenchpark, Co. Roscommon, in the 
brought by him from a decision of the Commis 
sieners of Inland Revenne with feference to the 
“account” of settled property chargéable with es 
tate duty en death of the late Lord Arthur de 
Freyne, fourth Baron, which occurred on the 22nd 
September, 1913. It was contended in support of 
the appeal that the net valae of the property 
chargeable with estate duty was only £67,396 17/4, 
and that the Commissioners were wrong in 
ciding that the value of the property was £80,615 
15/-; It was ferthér contended that the Commis- 
sioners were wrong in their decision that the several! 
life annuities and charges created by the deceased 
on the inherited estates in Roscommon and Sligo 
should be capitalised as perpeteal annuities, aad 
that there was no authority or 


principle justifying 
any such method of valuation. The duty claimed 
by the Commissioners amounted to £6,449, while 
Lord de Freyne submitted

The righ Times 
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Imperial Necessity. 


The time has come when the people of 
Ireland have a right to demand full and 
frank information. upon one factor of 
capital importance in the settlement 
which Mr. (Lloyd George proposes. 
He has used as a lever ‘in his hego- 
tiations, particularly with the Ulster 
Unionist Council, some new peril to the 
Empire which only the acceptance of his 
scheme can avert. He is endeavouring to 
force his settlement upon a unanimously 
reluctant Ireland at the point of un- 
defined, but apparently urgent and 
menacing, “ Imperial necessities.” Upon 
these alleged necessities the whole case for 
his settlement reposes. Without thém no 
justification exists, we shall not say for 
any settlement, but certainly for this 
hurried and furtive settlement in the 
middle of the war. What, then. are these 
Imperial necessities which require the ac- 
ceptance of Mr. Lloyd George s scheme? 
Their nature, presumably, has been 
communicated to Sir Edward Carson 
and Mr. John Redmond, and _pos- 
sibly these leaders have communicated 
them in turn to their immediate followers. 
Possibly, on the other hand, they have 
communicated to their followers only the 
fact that such necessities exist, and have 
required them to take their nature on 
trust. The people of Ireland im general, 
however, remain wholly uninformed on 
this vital question, and we submit that 
they cannot be expected to take these 
alleged Imperial necessities on trust. The 
settlement upon which Mr. Lloyd George 
is bent depends on the acceptance, not of 
party leaders who have become in a large 
degree unrepresentative, but of the people 
of Ireland. Southern Unionists stand to 
suffer most if his settlement matures. As 
their record in the war proves, however, 
they are the most patriotic and unselfish 
body of men in Ireland ; and, if Mr. Lloyd 
George satisfies them that there are Im- 
perial necessities which do, in fact, requir 


the acceptance of this settlement, their | s 
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which Mr. Lloyd George urges, we may 
be pardoned if we refuse to be much im- 
pressed by what may be surmised about 
them. We gather that they consist in the 
danger of a hostile A pecially 
Irish-American—opinion which imay pre- 
judice our prospects in the war. Rumour 
has it that the Washington Government 
has informed the British Government that 
the supply of munitions may be 
stimulated if an Irish settlement is 
achieved. We do not think it likely 
that Mr. Wilson has made the public 
abdication of his functions as the 
head of a Sovereign State which such a 
declaration to the British Government 
would imply. It is probable, however, 
that our Ambassador at Washington has 
intimated to the Foreign Office that our 
friendly relations with the United States 
will be more comfortably maintained if 
the Irish-American element, which bulks 
so large at election time, is pacified. That, 
as we may suspect, in the absence of 
information to the contrary, is the motive 
of Mr. Lloyd George's effort towards 
an Irish settlement. Let us inquire 
into it..a little more closely. There 
are two bodies of Irish-American opinion 
in the United States. There is a small 
body of irreconcilable extremists. There 
is a larger body of what we may call re- 
sponsible Nationalist opinion. We are led 
to believe that some part of this larger 
body has gone over to the extremists, 
carrying with it those elements of the 
American public which, with the Presi- 
dential election in sight, are interested 
in one way or another in the Irish- 
American vote. Before we are asked 
to find in this situation any justifi- 
cation fox Mr. Lloyd George's hasty 
attempt at an Irish settlement, there are 
certain questions which must be answered, 
In the first place, what effort has the 
Government made to prevent this pre 
sumed ‘landslide of responsible Irish- 
American opinion to the side of the ex- 
tremists? Why has it not issued, as it 
might have issued, without detriment tothe 
public interest, a simple statement of the 
gravity of the recent rebellion, the proved 
relations of its leaders with Germany, and 
the consequent necessity for its stern sup- 
pression? Prevention is better than cure. 
It would have been better to steady Irish- 
American opinion at first rather than to 
be driven back on a belated effort to 
appease it. 

Ireland ought not to be made a pawn 
in the domestic politics of the United 
States. It- is possible that, with the 
Presidential election pending in Noven- | 
ber, Mr. Wilson finds it inconvenient 
to contemplate a situation in which 
he would be required to use his 
authority to protect American factories 
and ships enjoying the hospitality of 
American harbours. There is no reason, 
however, why the British Government 
should seek to relieve him of this incon- 
venience. Whether the laws of the United 
States are broken by outlaws or not is no 
affair of ours. It is the affair of Mr. 
Wilson ; and we are very confident that, 
if he were reluctant, in case of necessity, 
to enforce the law against its breakers, 
he would be compelled to action by a 
revolt of decent American opinion. That 
decent opizion would revolt not at all 
because it is pro-Ally, but because it is 
American, and has no use for the divided 
allegiance of the “‘ hyphenated.” We quite 
recognise, as we have said, that it would 
be more convenient for Mr. Wilson not 
to be confronted with such a situation; but 
it seems to us that the British 
Government may be thinking more 
about his chances in the election 
than about the interests of Ireland. 
Finally, is there any reason to suppose 
that the settlement which Mr. Lloyd 
George proposes will pacify that element 
of Irish-American opinion which is really 
dangerous, and not, like the larger 
element, merely a troublesome factor in 
the domestic politics of the United States? 
We are asked to suppose that a partitioned 
Ireland, a part of which is to have a 
moderate measure of self-government, will 
satisfy the element in the United States 
which actively supported the men who, on 
Easter Monday, invoked for an Ireland 
one and indivisible the doctrine of the 
rights of small nations in its most extreme 
expression. It is surely far more probable 
that disloyal men in the United States will 
regard this hasty attempt at settlement 
as disloyal men in Ireland regard it— 
namely, as a tribute to the efficacy, present 
and to come, of physical force,

Japan’s Progress. 


Japan, as a member of the Allied group 
from the very beginning of the war, has 
her representatives at the Economic Con- 
ference in Paris. She may have a big part 
to play in the co-ordinated strategy of the 
Allies in the economic sphere, for she is 
in a position of remarkable strength. 
Unlike her partners in the Alliance. apon 
whom the cost of the war is falling as a 
heavy burden, Japan has gained advan- 
tage from war conditions. The returns 
of her foreign trade, which have just been 
published, illustrate this point effectively. 
We know that the weakest spot in British 
finance at present is the growth of the 
adverse trade balance. This means that 
the vast imports of food and other neces- 
saries, and of war material, are being paid 
for only partially by exports of British 
produce and manufactures, and that we 
are making up the balance out of savings— 
as in the liquidation of our foreign invest- 
ments—or by bills on the future. We can 
stand this, but our comparative wealth is 
being reduced. Japan, on the contrary, 
has improved her position immensely dur- 
ing the war period, and her consparative 
wealth has increased rapidly. The pro- 
cess, moreover, bids fair to continue— 


a small adverse trade balance, The figures 
for 1915 show that the adverse balance 
has been wiped out, and replaced by a 
much larger balance in her favour. The

Collars. 


The War Savings Committee has asked 
women to economise in dress. To-day a 
smali—but select and discriminating— 
section of the male public is asked to 
make a similar sacrifice. The appeal 
comes from the Collar Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation of Great Britain and Ireland. 
Collar-cutters, a patriotic body of men, 
have gone to the war in large numbers. 
Those of them who still wield the scissors 
instead of the bayonet are put, as the 
saying goes, to the pin of their collar to 
supply the needs of the British public. 


| In these circumstances the man who in- 


sists on having his collars made to order 
has become not merely a nuisance—he 
was never a source of profit to the manu- 
facturer—but an actual obstacle to the 
winning of the war. The special collar 
needs special care, and one cutter, work- 
ing on an order of this kind, can keep 
only one woman employed. A cutter 
working in stock shapes can keep twenty 
women employed. The stock collar is pro 
duced by a out-and-dried process in which 
every detail is almost mathematically con- 
trolled. The manufacturers ask that all 
men shall be content with stock collars 
for the duration of the war. Indeed, they 
warn retailers that, if this appeal be 
ignored, ‘‘coercive methods” may be 
adopted. We are a little surprised that it 
should have to be made at all in these 
democratic times. A geMeration ago, in 
the spacious days of Mr. Gladstone, public 
and professional men were as particular 
about their collars as about the cut of 
their coats. Nowadays, the ' shop collar,” 
with its immense variety of shapes and 
sizes, is good enough for most people. 


The young men who were wont to study 
the latest fashicns have encircled their 
necks with khaki, and even elderly gentle 
men of means and leisure have come to 
ask little more of their collars than that 
they shall be comfortable and clean. We 
do not doubt that the few who still assert 
their individuality through their collars 
will now be content to join the common 
throng. The true patriot will be con- 
soled for his slight loss of distinction by 
the thought that he may be releasing 
another collar-cutter for the war.

Wilhelmstal, whose capture General 
Smuts announces to-day, is the capital of 
the German East African province of 
Usambara. It is about fifty miles from 
the frontier, but about thrice that dis- 
tance from Moshi, where the invading 
column first crossed. General Smuts has 
still a long way to go before he reeches 
the central railway running from Dar-Es- 
Salaam to Lake Tanganyika; but he has

gress than he has done already. 

Baron Burian’s letter, whith was read 
yesterday in the Hungarian Diet, was pre- 
sumably intended to stiffen the resistance 
of the Hungarians, who, as a whole, have 
never been particularly keen upon the war 
into which their Magyar leaders have led 
them. It is doubtful, however, whether 
it will have much effect in that direction. 
His remark that “we were dragged into 
war by force” will be generally endorsed, 
but not his assumption that the force was 
exercised by Sir Edward Grey and the 
Allies. The Hungarians—or at least the 
educated .sections—must Know very well 
that they were dragged into the war by 
their own rulers at the behest of Potsdam, 
and they will probably interpret the 
Baron’s letter as a cry of despair, induced 
by the consciousness that Austria has 
made a fool of herself and her partner, 


and may soon be compelled to sue for an 
inglorious peace. 

The Italian Ambassador at the Court 
of St. James’s, the Marquis Imperiali, has 
heen asked to become a member of the 
new Italian Giovernment. The Marquis 
has not yet definitely replied. but, if he 
returns to Rome, he will be missed both at 
the Court and in Jonden society. The 


an experienced diplomatist. What he 
does not know of the international pro- 
blems involved in this war is not worth 
knowing. Before he came to London he 
was the Italian Ambassador at Constanti- 
nople. He had previously been Minister 
at Sofia, and Councillor to the Italian 
Embassy at Berlin. The Marquis is a 
strong supporter of the Allies, and his 
inclusion in the new. Italian Ministry will 
be a guarantee that the compact between 
the Allies is only the more strongly 
cemented by reason of the change of 
Government in Italy. 

As soon as convenient after the re- 
opening of the House of Commons next 
week the Prime Minister will take an op- 
portunity to ask the House to address the 
Throne expressing the general desire that 
4 meuseelil of a national character shouid 
be erected to the memory of Lord 
Kitchener, with the consequence that the 
House of Commons will be asked to vote 
the necessary monies. Many memorials to 
the Field-Marshal’s memory are now under 
consideration, but the national one would, 
of course, have first place. It is pro- 
bable that it will be erected in St. Paul's 
Cathedral, where Wellington, Nelson, and 
Gordon are honoured. 

It is probable that almost the whole 
time of the House of Commons, from the 
resumption of business on Tuesday next 
to the end of the Session, will be devoted 
to questions of finance. Questions re- 
garding Ireland may, of course, arise, and, 
if the present Parliament is to continue 
its existence, an amendment to the Parlia- 
ment Act will be necessary ; but the main 
business will be financial. Civil Service 
Estimates still have to be taken. while 
there is still on the Order Paper the re- 
sumption of debate on the exchange of 
securities resolution adopted last month 
in the Committee of Ways and Means. 
This provided for rp te of rie securi- 
ties for the purpose of exchange of secur'- 
ties issued Site any War Loan Act 

during the continuance of the war. 

The Committee stage of the Finance Bill 
will also provide some interesting debates, 
for an effort will be made to lighten the 
burden placed on the-owners of motor<ars 
and to secure the exemption of veterinary 
surgeons from the motor tax. just as medi- 
cal men are exempted.

Relating the circumstances which led 
past to realise Boéthius, the lecturer first 
e of Dante’s grief. To estimate fully 
te’s position, they should try to place 
themselves in Florence. Dante’ was then 
twenty-five years of age, and Florence, always 
dear to him, had become indescribably dearer, 
because it contained not only the beauties of 
Europe, but also the bright beauty of that 
girl who had ever been associated with the 
name of Dante. It was in the hour of sorrow 
for Beatrice that he wanted them to think of 
Dante. Dante found in his hour of trouble 
that his heart was drawn to Boéthius. His 
love for Beatrice was strong, and not as a 
young man fallen in love with a girl, as was 
the way in early life. It was something more 
than a mere image of passing girlhood. Litera- 
ture and history were strewn with the story of 
the love, as it was called, of great men; but 
there was no love which could be comparable 
to the love Dante had for Beatrice. The at- 
traction of Boéthius for Dante lay in a three- 
fold sympathy. First, there was a sympathy 
of circumstances in the lives of the two men. 
Secondly, there was sympathy of character; 
the dignity of Boéthius was loved by Dante. 
Thirdly, there was sympathy of thought; 
Boéthius in his ** Consolations * ' set forth the 
dignity of man’s order in the universe. The 
book afforded Dante food for years of thought, 
as well as the Vita Nuova. Dealing with 
the book itself, the lecturer gave an outline 
of its arrangement : (1) the complaint ; (2) the 
caprice of yet ; (9) the true and the false 
happiness; (4) th powerful; and (5) 
chance? Bosthius said that God was happi- 
ness in the end: that we should never look 
backwards, but always forwards. Good only 
was powerful; evil had no power, and could
